ALBANIA. 


There has been little news from Albania 
since the retreat thither of the Serbian 
Army and the landing of Italian forces on 
the Albanian coast. All that is known 1s 
that strong bodies of Italian troops have 
landed at Aviona, in Southern Albania ; 
that, after almost incredible engineering 
difficulties, they have succeeded in opening 
up a permament line of communications 
northwards betweey Aviona and the coast 
capital of Durazzo (the construction of 
which line of communications may be in- 
terpreted as meaning that the Italians are 
solidly in possession of the Albanian 
coast); and that certain Serbian forces 
have fought a successful action at Elba- 
san—in Central Albania mid-way between 
Durazzo and the Serbian frontier—with 
Bulgarian forces which are seeking to in- 
vade the country.

The second of these powers has been cut 
down since the Napoleonic warp by the De- 
claration of Paris of 1856, under which enemy 
goods on a neutral ship, with the exception of 
contraband of war, were exempted from cap- 
ture. Enemy goods which had been loaded 
on British or Allied ships before the present 
war were seiz in large quantities im- 
mediately after its outbreak; but for obvious 
reasons such shipments ceased, for all prac- 
tical purposes, atter August 4, 1914, and this 
particular method of injuring the enemy may 
therefore, for the moment, be disregarded. 
No blockade of Germany was declared until

8. The situation as regards German trade 
was as follows :—Direct trade to German ports 
(save across the Baltic) had almost entirely 
ceased, and practically no ships were met with 
bound to German ports. The supplies that 
Germany desired to import from overseas were 
directed to neural ports in Scandinavia, Hol 
land, or (at first) Italy, and every effort was 
made to disguise their real destination. The 
power which we had to deal with this situa- 
tion in the circumstances then existing was: 

(i.) We had the right to seize articles of 
absolute contraband if it could be proved 
that they were destined for the enemy 
country, although they were to be dis- 
charged in a neutral port. 

(11.) We had the right to: seize articles of 
conditional contraband if it could be 
proved that they were destined for the 
enemy GCrovernment or-its armed forces, 
in the cases specified above, although 
they were to be discharged in a neutral 
port. 

9. On the other hand, there was no power to 
seize articles of conditional contraband if they 
could not. be shown to be destined for the 
enemy Government or its armed forces, or 
non-contraband articles, even if they were on 
their way to a port in Germany, and there 
was no power to stop German exports. 

10. That was the situation until the actions 
of the German Government led. to 
the: adoption of more extended powers 
of intercepting German commerce in 
March, 1915. The Alhed Governments then 
decided to stop all goods which could be 
proved to be going to, or coming from, Ger 
many. Ihe state of things produced is in 
effect a blockade, adapted to the condition 
of modern war and commerce, the only differ- 
ence in operation being that the goods seized 
are not necessarily confiscated. In these cir. 
cunmistances it will be convemient, in consider 
ing the treatment of German imports and 
exports, to omit any further reference to the 
nature of the commodities in question as, 
once their destination or origin is estab 
‘ished, the power to stop them is complete. 
Our contraband rights, however, remaia un 
affected, though they, too, depend on the 
ability to prove enemy destination. 


I—GERMAN EXPORTS. 


ll. In rrying out our blockade policy 
great importance was from the outset 
attached to the stoppage of the enemy's ex- 
port trade, because it is clear that to the 
extent that his exports can be “EO and 
his power to establish credits for himself in 
neutral countries curtailed, his imports from 
such neutral countries will more or less auto 
matically diminish. The identification of 
articles of enemy origin is, thanks to the 
system of certificates of origin which has been 
established, a comparatively simple matter, 
and the degree to which the policy of stop 
ping German and Austrian oversea exports 
has been successful can best be judged by 
looking at the statistics of German and Aus- 
trian imports into America. 

12. The normal imports into the Unite 
States of America from Germany and Aus- 
tria, before the war, for the seven months 
March to September inclusive, are valued 
approximately id in round figures at 
$124 ,000,000 (£24 800,000). From óg 
September inclysive this year’s imports into 
se United “ay of America from these coun- 
ries were va at approximately 22,000,000 
dollars (£4,400,000). This sum includes the 
goods which were already in neutral ports 
in the way of shipment or in transit when 
the further measures adopted by the Allied 
Governments were announced in March, and 
also a considerable proportion of those which 
have been allowed to pass in the circumstances 
mentioned in paragraph 14. A certain amount 
is also to be accounted for by re- 
ceived from Germany and Austria by arce! 
post, which it was not originally possible to 
stop effectively. Steps have now been taken 
to close this channel to enemy exports. The 
latest returns available, those for September, 
show that over 92 per cent. of the German 
exports to the United States of America have 
been stopped. 

13. The above figures allow of but one con- 
clusion: the oversea ex of Germany and 
Austrio, are very near extinction.

The continued fall of German and Aus-

This success brings the Russian 
front in Yolhynia back to the position 
occupied in October last. It lies about 
half-way between Kovel and Sarny, some 
eight miles to the south of the station on 
the Kovel-Sarny railway. 

News comes to hand to-day of the wreck- 

ing of a Zeppelin in Belgium, near Namur. 
The airship, it is stated, had to descend 
owing to the gale, but the landing was not 
successful, and, fouling some telegraph 
wires, it was wrecked. Two of the crew 
were killed. It is said that this airship 
was one of the last left in Belgium, and 
that it has been taken to Namur for re- 
pairs. Reports of Zeppelins being wrecked 
have been so numerous during the last few 
months that they are regarded with sus- 
picion here. In every case the disaster is 
stated to have occurred either in Germany 
or on territory occupied by the enemy, 
and, therefore, it has been impossible to 
obtain corroboration of the stories. It is. 
more than probable that the stories are 
set afloat to conceal the real position of 
the Zeppelins owing to the activity of the 
Allies’ aviators. 
_ From Rome to-day it is stated that the 
Italians have followed the example said 
to be set by the British in taking posses- 
sion of the Kaiser’s house at Corfu for 
wounded Serbians. The Italians have re- 
quisitioned the famous Villa d’Este, at 
Tivoli, belonging to the Emperor of 
Austria, for the purpose of a hospital. 
On the Lake of Como there is another fine 
residence, the Villa Carlotta, which be- 
longs to a German prince. This, also, 
would make a fine hospital, and probably 
will in time. The gardens of this villa 
are famous, for they contain trees and 
grass representative of every clime. 

Judging from the news from Salonika, 
the Germans had been busy in that place 
preparing for the British occupation. The 
digcovery of a large quantity of arms, 
animunition, and Turkish flags in the 
Consul’s house is a case in point. This 
preparatory organisation carried on in 
times of peace is typical of the German 
mentality, for there have been repeated 
instances since the war began. That it is 
necessary that Salonika should be purged 
from a horde of spies is manifest to any-
